The mother of a Boy Scout filed suit for 540 
million Monday against a former scoutmaster 
who pleaded guilty last month to charges of gross 
sexual imposition and sexual battery* 

The former leader, John T. Moberiy, 2836 
Knight Ave.. Pleasant Ridge, is serving an 11-year 
prison sentence, the maximum allowable under 
che law, for sexually abusing members of a Boy 
Scout troop between January, 1981, andVuiy, 1983. 

The name of the plaintiff is bemg withheld 
because it could lead to identification of the vic- 
tim. The Enquirer Goes not name victims of sexual 
attacks. 

The suit said the mother of a boy has incurred 
S2L0OO in medical expenses and seeks an injunc- 
tion restraining Moberiy from selling his house. It 
alleges that the son, a John Doe defendant, has 
suffered permanent psychological injuries be* 
cause.of Moberiy. 

Moberiy is a former laboratory technician in 
the* hematology/oncology department at the 
University of Cincinnati.

Longano said two of the chil- 
dren still live with fear and sleep 
at night with baseball bats to 
guard against further sexual at- 
tacks. Grades of all children suf- 
fered and one youth had trouble 
with an entrance exam to Xavier 
University because of Moberly, 
Longano said. 

It may be years before they get 
over the trauma of John Thomas 
Moberly, he said.

It was earlier this month that Moberiy was ar- 
rested while conducting a two-week trek In the 
Grand Tetons, He was Immediately ousted from his 
volunteer post with the 3oy Scouts of America. 

The troop of about 13 members was escorted to 
Wyoming by Moberiy and three other adults. Ail the 
scouts and adults were returned to Cincinnati, but 
Moberiy was detained In Wyoming State Hospital in 
Evans ton.

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Ousted Scoutmaster Faces 
Charges Of Sexual Abuse

A Cincinnati scoutmaster, conducting' a two- 
wee* trek la the Grand Tetons, was ousted from his 
volunteer post with Boy Scouts of America after po- 
lice accused him of having sexual contact with some 
of the boys. 

Cincinnati Police Department's Youth Aid sec- 
tion Issued warrants this week for the arrest of John 
Thomas Moberiy, 2838 Knight Ave- Pleasant Ridge, 
charging him with having improper sexual contact 
with two troop members. The charges, both felonies, 
are sexual battery and corruption of a minor. 

YOUTH AID Sgt. Pat Curran said police are con- 
tinuing their investigation which links Moberiy to 



perhaps as many as 13 different sexual offenses that 
involved an eastern Hamilton County Boy Scout 
troop during the past several months. 

The troop of about IS active members was es- 
corted to Wyoming by Moberiy and three other 
adults. All the Scouts and adults, except Moberiy, re- 
turned safely to Cincinnati early this week. Efforts 
are being made to provide psychological support and 
counseling for the boys, Curran said* 

Police said Moberiy was arrested Tuesday and Is 
being detained In Wyoming State Hospital in Evan- 
ston,Wyo.

A Cincinnati lawyer who talk- 
ed to Moberiy by telephone said 
the defendant doesn't want the 
boys to be subjected to the glare of 
local publicity and hence might 
fight extradition to Ohio, 

"He's totally distraught and 
destroyed," said the attorney, who 
asked not to be identified by 
name. "He's been dismissed from 
the Boy Scouts and may lose his 
Job at the university." 

CURRAN, THE Youth Aid ser- 
geant, said-Cincinnati police lu- 
te nd to travel to Wyoming it 
Moberiy is released on bond. "We 
dont want to ruin the Boy Scout 
image by charging- him," ha s*td„ 
"but at the same time we wane ; 
him to pay for his acts." 

Joseph Quick, executive direc- 
tor of the Dan Beard Council at 
BSA, said Moberiy has been dis-_ 
missed from any future associa- 
tion with the Boy Scouts. "We have 
very, very few occurrences of this 
nature," Quick said. "Over the past 
several years; there have only been 
one or two cases like this.*
